The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to show or render obvious the apparatus for selectively engaging one of a plurality of gears 
in a transmission, and particularly including a first shift finger mounted on a drive shaft so as to 
be rotatable therewith and pivotable with respect to the drive shaft; wherein the first shift finger 
is pivotable in a first position so as to engaged a first shift rail, and to a second position where it 
engaged a second limb of a first bell crank lever which is connected to a first limb that is 
permanently engaged to a second shift rail, and including the remaining structure of claim 1 .
